trial all 
day yesterday 
before 
Justice 


Austin and a jury. The courtroom 
was 


crowded with people. 
The case for the 


State continued 
with the 
testimony of 


Joseph Graff, the son ofMary Graff, who 
is the chief 
complaining witness. 
He 


swore to having seen a great many queer 
performances 
in and 
about the 
house, 


and to having heard 
on all sides that its 


general 
repute 
was bad. 
On cross-ex- 


amination, ah effort was made 
by the 


attorney for the defense 
to prove that 


the conduct of Mrs. Graff was 
very far 


from being what itshould be. The witness 
indignantlyrepelled the insinuation. 


The Becond witness 
was 
O. W. Beely, 


who lives in the vicinityof the Flag Cot- 
tage, and who testified that the 
reputa- 
tion of the house was very bad. 
He had 


seen a hack containing two men and two 
women, and had heard one of the women 
call out ''murder," and 
saw the 
hack- 


driver try to pullher out of tbe carriage 
bythe foot. 
William 
Henderson, 
Sam 
Howard, 


William 
Burkhart, 
John 
Davis, N. C. 


Anderson, 
J. L. Lovett, 
A. King, M. 


Classen, Mrs. Annie Anderson and Mrs. 
Mary Graff, all of whom either live near 
the Flag Cottage, or have had 
occasion 


to visit at the house, testified as to its 
bad 
character 
and to the strange pro- 


ceedings which took place there. 
This 


closed the morning session. 
Inthe afternoon, at 3 o'clock, the trial 


began again in the presence of the usual 
crowd. 
Dr. Hiram Sinsabaugh, 
the ex- 


Councilman.swore 
that the general repu- 


tation of the house was bad and that he 
had 
heard it was a place of assignation. 


Dr. M. M. Bovard, President of the Uni- 
versity, 
gave 
evidence 
to the 
same 
effect, as did also E. P. Dolley, of Uni- 
versity street, 
a fruit raiser, and T. C. 
Warner, pastor of the University Meth- 
odist Church. 
This closed the case for 


the prosecution. 


Tne first witness 
for the defense was 


the defendant, 
himeelf, Charles 
MeCor- 


mack. 
His testimony occupied a great 


part of the afternoon. 
He talked along 


without questions 
from the attorneys for 


the defense, or objections from the pros- 
ecutions, and succeeded 
in getting in a 
good deal of free advertising for himself 
and a pretty fair plea for the jury. 
He 


said 
that his house 
was nothing more 


nor less than a first-class restaurant. 
He 


had 
a stock of 
$400 worth of groceries 


and 
liquors. 
He bad three and a half 


bariels 
of 
whisky, a half barrel 
of 
gin, another 
of sherry, 
etc. 
There 


was 
no one about 
the house 
except 
the witness 
and his wife and a China- 


man. 
Ithad never been a 
house 
of ill 


fame. 
He did not allow women 
of ill 


repute there. 
There were only two bed- 


rooms, and itwas onlyin a case of emer- 
gency that people were 
allowed 
to stay 
all night, for he did not pretend 
to keep 


a hotel. 
It was merely a wayside resort, 


where people who are out driving could 
stop and get refre hment'. 
Thehousehad 
onlyseven 
rooms 
altogether. 
One of 


these was a spare 
bedroom, 
which 
was 


kept locked all the 
time. 
Mrs. 
Graff, 


the complaining witness, 
had 
come to 


him some time ago and asked 
for work 


as she was quite poor. 
She and the wit- 


ness had always been 
friends until she 


filed this complaint. 
She once objected 


to the performance of twodrummers from 
Chicago, 
whe 
were there 
with their 


wives, and 
the witness 
had 
remarked 


that she need not look on if she did not 
wish to. 


The defendants' 
little girl had 
been 


away at 
bearding 
school. 
She 
came 


home only once a week. 
Of coarse the 


proprietor 
could 
not 
be 
sure that the 


visitors 
to 
his 
house 
were 
married, 


neither could any other 
man who 
con- 
ducted 
a restaurant. 
He couldn't 
re- 


quire them 
to show 
a 
marriage 
certifi- 


cate. 
Judge 
Sexton 
asked 
him 


what 
he 
would 
sell 
his 
lease 
for, 


and he replied * 1.000 
Sexton said that 


perhaps 
the church would be willingto 


pay $250 to get rid of him. 
He had had 


a conversation with Dr. Bovard about the 
house. 


On crsos-examination 
the witness re- 
peated that there were only seven rooms 
in the house. 
He was then shown one of 


his own cards, which said that there were 
fifteen neatly 
furnished rooms 
at the 


house. 
He was unable 
to account for 


this, thought it must be a misprint. 
He 


received anybody at the house who came 
along that looked 
respectable, 
behaved 


in a gentlemanly or ladylike manner and 
paid his or her bills. 
The names of sev- 


eral visitors from the city, members 
of 


tbe demimonde, 
were 
mentioned, 
and 


the witness was asked whether they were 
specimens of the "first-class people" he 
had 
talked 
about. 
He answered that 


they paid first-class 
prices. 
The reason 


why all this fuss had been made wae that 
he sold liquor, and 
the straight-laced 


people of that vicinity objected. 


The next witness 
was 
John Kilroy, 


who lived a short 
distaice 
from the 


house and had delivered milk and chick- 
ens there. 
He had never seen anything 


going on in the hou-e, but had heard that 
it had a bad repute. 
Charles F. Turner, 


a hack 
man, 
gave testimony to about 


the same effect as did 
also the following

Mill after he went in and finally laid 
down. Iwas with some friends and

grew alarmed 
and

for assistance, 
but before it arrived he sank. 
Miss 
Eva Hodge 
was 
next on the 


stand and gave in substance 
the former 
witness* 
testimony,

tbe Santee-fflasac 
mining Transaction. 


Messrs. Milton Santee, 
J. W. Hughes, 


W. J. Hunsaker and M.Klauber, a party 
of prominent 
San 
Diego capitalists, ar- 
rived in town 
yesterday 
morning, and 


are at the Nadeau. 
Mr. Santee has been 


figuring a good 
deal in the Associated 


Press 
dispatches 
lately, regarding 
the 


deal by which the 
Chinese 
Six Compa- 


nies are to send 
Mongolian laborers to 


work mines in Lower California, and as 
a good deal of contradictory matter has 
at different 
times 
been 
given forth, a 
Herald man asked 
bim yesterday what 
was 
the exact 
situation 
regarding the 
matter. 
"Well, sir, the deal is consummated," 
said Mr. Santee, 
"and 
for 
$125,000 the 
Chinese companies 
get one-half interest 
in the mining property of the Real 
del 
Castillo. It is a cash transaction, 
and 
although not all of the money 
is to be 
immediately paid down, it willbe trans- 
ferred within a short time. The Chinese 
who are making the trade will go down 
to the property during the week, and the 
first instalment 
of 100 laborers will be on 
the ground in about 
ten days. 
When 
everything is in full working order wo 
expect 
that there 
will bo 
altogether 


about 1,000 Mongolians taken down there, 
all of whom will come out of this State, 
and 
thereby 
greatly decrease 
the 
un- 
welcome resident population. 
According 


to the Scott Exclusion Act they will not 
be 
able 
to 
return, 
although 
if 
they 
want 
to 
I 
have 
no 
doubt that they 
could 
manage 
il, for 
there are only a handful 
of men 
guard- 
ing the 
western 
1,000 miles of Mexican 
frontier. 
But I do not thiok that they 


will want to come back, for they 
will 


get better wages down there and willnot 
be looked on with the aversion they are 
here. 
"And, by-the-way, 
have you heard 


that Ihe Voladerey mineß in Lower Cali- 
fornia are to be opened at once," con- 
tinued the San Diegan. 
"This property 
was conceded 
by the Mexican 
Govern- 


ment to Col. De Breeer, and he has 
just 


sold one-half interest for $50,000, $32,000 
ofwhich has been paid down. 
A num- 
ber of those interested 
in the deal went 
down from San Diego on Saturday."

Mr. Frankenfield called MajorBonsall 


t > the chair, and eaid he desired to speak 
to a question 
of privilege. 
Producing a 


copy of the Times 
containing an alleged 


interview with Mayor Hazard, he said: 
'"Ihold in my hand a copy of the Times 
of May 22d, which contains 
some 
ntuie- 


ments about me that I don't feel I can 
let 
go 
unnoticed, because 
they 
imply 


criminal intent on my part. 
The Mayor, 


it seems, 
took 
offense at a jocularre- 


mark I made to him on the street. 
It 


seems 
to have angered 
him very much, 


and Imust say that 
he went out of his 


way to make changes. 
I And thin state- 


ment 
in 
the 
interview 'I 
do 
not 


harmonize 
with 
the 
policy of 
Mr. 


Frankenfield, 
whereby, tie, as Director 


of the California Bank, sits in the Coun- 
cil as a member 
elected by the people to 


act in their interest and deliberately re- 
inre« 
to put the city money where the 


city can obtain 
interest on the tame. 


Instead of doinghis duty as he is sworn 
by law 
to do, he 
deliberately votes 


against any measure 
looking to a loan of 


the funds of the city as the law directs.' 
That 
is 
a 
pretty grave 
charge, 
I 


think. 
Every member 
of the Council 


refused to put the city money in a sav- 
ings bank 
because 
they didn't consider 


it sale to put half a million dollars in a 
bank having only $25,000 capital. 
But 


he impugns my motives and seems 
to 


consider it criminal 
to be a director of 


the California Bank and a member 
of 


the Council at the same 
time. 
That is 


the only time the question of putting the 
money out at interest 
haß 
been 
before 


the Council 
and 
there 
was only one 


bid. 
It looks

if the 
statement 


of the Mayor were 
malicious, 
or else 


made through ignorance.

Water Overseer 
Dalton 
was appointed 


against his wishes. 
He asked us to

The Mayor didn't like him,and 


said he would consult the irrigators, who

Shafer and Hamilton.' 
Itis a direct in- 


sult to 
those 
members 
ofthe Council. 
He don't say that they are not Council- 
men. 
The rediculousness 
of it.

though those 
gentlemen 
were drawing 


double salaries. 
Imade it my business 


to inquire of the members 
of the other 


Commission how the Mayor harmonized 
with 
them. 
I said 
'how do you get 
along with the Mayor?' 
One Commis- 


sioner said, 'Well, we get along. 
He 
get 9on his ear and 
we let him have his 


say, and 
after ne gets through we go on 
and do our 
business.'

bid offering to pay 3 per 
cent, upon the money, that their bid was the 
only one ieeeived 
and 
demanding 
that the 
money be turned over to them, as required by 
the Charter. 
There 
was also sent with the 
communication a certified copy of the by-laws 
of said Bauk. 
On examining the certificate of 
incorporation of said bank, I find that it was 
organized 
for the purpose 
of carrying on the 
business 
of a "Saving and Loan Corporation," 
agrees Me to the laws of the State, etc., etc 
The 
lawßot this State in reference 
to 6aving aud 


loan co'portitlous, 
prescribes 
that no sncn cor- 
poration mußt 
loan 
money, 
except 
upon 
adequate security ou real or personal property, 
and cannot loan foralong.r 
period than six 
years. 
I also find, from an 
inspection of the 
by-laws, thatdeposits iv said bank shall be of 
two kinds, viz: Ordinary and term deposits. 
Ordinary 
deposits 
are 
those 
which are de- 
posited for nofixed period and 
required to be 
paid out of the first disposable 
funds intbe 
hands of the corporation, according tothe pri- 
ority of the demand 
for the payment thereof 
Term 
deposits 
are 
those 
which 
are 
de- 
posited 
for a term 
of not 
lesß 
than six 
months. 
The 
amounts 
of 
ordinary 
and 
term deposits deposited and drawn out by each 
depositor shall be entered 
in his own pass- 
book, and 
no payment will in any case 
be 
made oy the corporation 
unless the pass-book 


Is produced ana the amount;entered 
therein. 
The directors may require from the ordinary 
depositors 
notice 
as follows: 
"For sums leBS 
than $100. ten days; for sums of ?500 and up- 
wards, 
sixty days " Each 
ordinary and term 
depositor snail, before 
receiving 
a pass-book, 
be 
required 
to 
sign 
an 
sgreement 
in 
and 
by 
which 
he 
shall 
contract 
and 
agree 
tnat all 
moneys 
deposited 
by 
him 
with said corporation shall b? reimbursed only 
ontof tbe first disposable funds that shall come 
into the hands of said corporation 
after the 
date 
of his demand 
for the reimbursement 
thereof, etc. 
This corporation 
having agreed 


to pay interest, it of course expect >to loan the 
city's money inorder to reimburse 
itself 
Ac- 
cording to law, itcan only loan upon real or 
personal property, and its ability to repay its 
depositors vi11of conrse depend, ina measure, 
upon itsfacility in railing in its loans. 
The 
Charter 
provides 
that 
the 
money 
shall 
be 
deposited 
in a "bank 
of 
deposit" 
I 
understand 
that exp ession to mean 
a bink 
con lueting business 
inthe ordinary way. and 
which wilfrepay its deposits 
upon call. 
Ido 
not think it reasonable 
that the cityfunds 
should be deposited 
subject 
to repayment 
as 
provided inthe by-laws of this corporation. 
It 
would be wholly impracticable 
for the pass- 
book of the cityto be taken witiieach warrant, 
aud it would be inconvenient ifthe directors 
should give notice 
to the citythat they would 
require the notice required 
by their by-laws, 
before 
money 
could 
be withdrawn. ' 


It is 
claimed thatthere 
is a proviso in its by-laws 
allowing the directors to make special contracts 
withdepositors, 
but I do not understand 
this 
to mean that theycan make any coi.t act d raot- 
ly prohibited by the by-laws, which must have 
been adoDted 
by a majority ef the stoekholoers 
of all the subscribed 
stock. 
For 
thes ? reasons 
I am of tbe opinion that the Council is justified 
in r> jectlng said bid. 
The Charter certainly 
contemplates that tbe city should recetve Inter- 
est npou the c'ty funds, and I therefore advise 
that steps be taken to again advertise 
for pro- 
posals 
to receive 
and 
disburse 
the public 
moneys. and to pay intere t upon the same. 
Mr. Hamilton moved that the report 


be received and placed on file. 
Carried. 


Mr. fciummerland nominated 
J. R. Mc- 


Manis for member 
of the Police 
Coin- 


iniiision 
to fill the vacancy 
created 
by 


the resignation of Mr. Bilderrain. 


Major Bonsall said that he would pre- 


fer not having the vacancy filled at pres- 
ent.

McManis was then elected a member

The matter

sprinkled, and

than it is after itis toru up and so-called gravel 
put inits place. 
It has been 
tried in several 


places in this city,and ineach case of which I 
nave any knowledge, ithas given better 
satis- 


faction than where 
the street 
has 
been 
exca- 


vated and filled, 
1 would suggest 
where the 


character of the -oilafford a good roadbed,that 
It is hardly proper to compel the property own- 
ers to tear the same up at large expense. 
Anew 
spiculeition should 
be formulated 
to cover 
these cases. Enough can be saved to the proper- 
tyowners by following this plan 
to put iv a 


concrete curb, instead one of redwood, and put 
down a cement sidewalk at least five feet wide. 
In all cases where the CityEngineer is of the

from that city. 
This idea is suggested 
to me 


from the present 
difficulties 
encountered 
by 
our 
sister 
city in 
her 
attempt 
to 
get 


rid of her 
Eewersge 
matter. 
It may not be 
practicable, but I believe 
proper arrangement 


could be made whereby thesewngeof Fasadeua 
could be emptied into our outfall sewer 
below 


tbe city, if objections 
exist 
to its 
passing 


through the city,and thereby obtain assistance 
from them in the construction 
of our sewer 


system 
I would not recommend 
any delay to 


confer withth am inthe 
matter, but the 
gen- 


eral plan should, iv my 
judgment, 
have that 
object 
in view, and it Pasadena 
doeß 
not 


emerge 
from her present 
dilllculticß with a 


properly arranged sewer system, 
we might be 


able to come to her relief, and permit her to 
use our outfall sewer until such time as the de- 
mand of ourclty require all our sewer facilities. 
The prosperity 
of our city is largely depen- 


dant ou that of Pasadena, 
and 
if we can 


by 
any 
means 
give 
her 
relief in this 


regard without cost to ourselves 
we should 
do 


it. I also think 
that 
district 
assessments 
should be avoided 
as far 
as possible, 
which 


form a large feature Inthe 
present 
ordinance. 
It might occasion 
defeat before the people, un- 


less each part of the city be ieved, 
that, 
as far 


as practicable, it would be cslled 
on to pay 


only its proper proportion of the cost.

Bythe billfiled intbU case the United States

patents issued by them 


to the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company on 


March 29 
1870, April4, 1879 and 
December 


"7 1883 respectively, for lands situated inLos 
An'geiescounty. California, and to quiet Plaiu- 
tiffs' alleged 
title thereto. 
To 
the bill, as 


amended, 
demuirers 
have 
been 
Interposed 


which raised the question of the sufficiency of 
the 
matters 
alleged 
to entitle the plaintiffto 


the relief sought. 


The allegations. In substance, 
are, that com- 


plainant by an act approved July 27,1866, 
en- 


titled' 


AnAct grantiug lands toaid inthe con- 


struction of a railroad and telegraph line from 
the States of Missouri and Arkansas to the Pa- 
cific coast," granted to the Atlantic and Pacific 
Railroad Company, for the purpose 
of aiding 
inthe construction of said railroad, etc., "every 
alternate 
section 
of public land, not mineral, 


designated 
by odd numbers, to the amount of 
twenty alternate sections per mile on each side 
of said railroad 
line, 
as said company may 
adopt, through the Territories 
of the United 


States, and 
ten alternate 
sections 
of land per 
mile on each side of suid 
railroad whenever it 
passes 
through 
any 
State, 
ami 
whenever 
on the line thereof the United States 
have full 
titlo, not reserved, 
sold, granted or otherwise 


appropriated,

other claims or rights at the time the line of 
said road is designated 
by a plat thereof filed 
in the office of the Commissioner 
of the Gen- 
eral Land Office: and whenever, 
prior to said

The bill,as amended, also alleges that, by the 


act of Congress, 
approved 
April 0,1886,

titled "An Act to Jorfeit the lauds granted to 
the Atlanticuud Pacific Railroad Company to 
aid iv the 
const) uction of a railroad and tele- 
graph line from the states of Missouri and Ar- 
kansas 
to the 
Pacific Coast, and torestore the 
same to settlement 
and for other 
purposes," 
all the lands and rights to lands inCalifornia 
heretofore 
granted and 
conferred 
upon sa d 


Atlantic and Pacific Railroad Company were 
forfeited, resumed 
and 
restored 
to entry for 
non-completion of that portion of said railroad 
to have been constructed 
in California. 
By an amendment 
of the amended 
bill It 1b 


alleged that the plaintiffs have elected 
and do 
elect "to hoi-, select, reserve 
and setapartall 
the lauds Insuit herein as a part of said twenty 
sections 
pet mile granted to said Atlanticand 
Pacific 
Railroad Co. by said act of Congress 


of July 27, 1860, and which were 
deducted 
and excluded irom said grant to Ihe Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company on account ol said 
grant to jhe Atlanticaud Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, aud 
also 
ou account ot 
said Sau Jose 
rancho and 
the location, claims aud 
survey 
thereof;" 
nnd, further, "that the route of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company, as desig- 


nated by the plat 
thereof 
filed inthe office of 


the Commissioner 
of the Central Land Office, as 
aforesaid, 
and 
as located 
and constructed Is, 


and itwbb necessary 
thatitshould be, up nthe 
same general line as that 
of the said Atlantic 
and Pacific 
Railroad 
Company, 
bb designated 
by the plat thereof filed 
by said Company as 
aforesaid, 
and all the lands iv suit herein are 
Bituated opposite to that portion of said routes 
which are upon the Bfltne general line, and are

Allegations are also made 
aB to the value of 
the lauds in controversy, aud in respect to the 
claims of the defendants 
thereto. 
Three other 
cases, 
entitled, respectively, 
United States vs. 
Southern Pacific R. R. Co. etaX, No. 87, United 
States VI Southern Pacific R. R. Co. et si, No. 
69, and 
United 
States 
vs The Colton Marble 
aud Lime Co. et al.,No. 88, were 
submitted 
at 
the same time as tbe present case and upon the 
same arguments, 
aud as they involve substan- 
tially the same questions, what is here said will 
apply to them as well. 


While iv these 
cases 
but a comparatively 
small amount of land is involved inthe suits, 
itBeems from from a decision of the Secretary 
of the Interior reudered 
June 23,1888, and re- 
ported in Vol. 6 of the Land 
Decisions, 
page 
816, were instituted by the Goverurnent to test 
its right to a large amount of land similarly 
situated. 
That decision was used 
upon an ap- 


plication on the part of the Southern 
Pacific 
Railroad Company that It be called on, under 
the act of Congress 
of March 3, 1887, for a re- 
conveyance 
of the lands 
which were bold by 
the Land Departme&t to have been Improperly 
patented to said company, so that for a refusal 
toreconvey, suit might be brought by the Gov- 
ernment to set aside such 
patents, and that no 
further patents 
should be issued to said Com- 
pany for lauds iv the limits of the forfeited 
grant to the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany; and also that the then subsisting with- 
drawal of lauds withinthe pilmary grant limit 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad (branch line), 
which are also withinthe granted and 
indem- 
nity limits of the Atlantic and Pacific 
Kail- 
road, 
sbouid 
remain 
undisturbed 
until the 
rights of the Southern Pacific Company should 
be determined 
by suits before the courts. 
The 
Secretary, 
in deciding 
upon the application, 
alter dividing the lands covered 
by the grants 


into three classes, 
to-wit: 
1. 
Lauds withinthe common primarylimits 
of the grant to the Atlantic and Pacific Kail- 
road Company, and of the grant to the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company (branch line).

Lands 
within the primary limits of the 


grant to the Boutheru Pacific Railroad Com-

line) and 
within the indemnity 
limits of the grant to the Atlantic and 
Pacific 
Railroad Company 
3. 
Lands within the Indemnity limitsof the

limits of the grant to the Atlanticand Pacific 
Railroad Company, 
held, that as to tbe lands 
embraced 
inthe first class as thus divided, for 
which patent! had bten issued to the Southern 
Pacific 
Railroad 
Company, 
suits should 
be 
brought 
to annul them, and that all peuding 
selections 
of similar lauds be 
cancelled, and 


other unpatented 
lands within said limits be 
restored to settlement 
and entry; 
and that the 
request 
of the railroad company 
that such 
lands be held Inreservation until the rights of 
the company thereto could 
be determined 
by 
the courts be denied, tho Secretary basing his 
conclusions ivthat ranpeet 
upon the decisions 


of the Superior Court in the cases of the Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Texas 
Railway Company vs. 
Kansas 
Pacific Railway Company, 97 U. 8. 491, 


and the St. Paul and rioux City Railroad Com- 
pany vs. Winona and et. Paul 
Railroad Com- 
pany, 
112 U.S. 720. 
In respect to the lauds embraced inthe third 


class, the Secretary authorised 
the institutiou 
of likeproceedings, 
upon the authority of the 


Supreme 
Court in the cases 
of the

Pacific Railroad Company vs. Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe 
Railroad 
Company, 
112 U. 8. 
414, and 
Sioux City and 
St. Panl 
Railroad 


CompaDy vs Chicago, Milwaukee and St Paul 
Railroad Company. 117 U. 8. 
406. 
In respect 
to those embraced 
iv the second 


class, while expressing 
a doubt 
whether the 
resoivation 
of prospective rights 
(of the At- 


lantic 
and Pacific 
Railroad 
Company) 
pre- 


vented 
the attachment 
of the 
grant of the 
Southern Pacific Company tolands Inplace, he 
did not feel disposed to disturb theruling made 
by the Departmeut 
iv the cases 
of 
Gordon 


vs. Southern 
Pacific Railroad 
Company (5 L 
D, 671), of Coble (6 1.. D., 670 nnd 812) aud 
of Vass, decided December 
10, 1887, in which 


cases itwas held that lands within the indem- 
nitylimits of the Atlanticand Pacific Railroad 
Company were excepted from the operation of 
the grant to the Southern Pacific 
Company 
by 


the proviso to the twenty-third section 
of the 


act of Marrh 3, 1871, although said lands fall 
withinthe granted 
limits of the Southern Pa- 
cificrailroad, because the Atlantic nnd Pacific 
Company had a prospective 
right of selection 


of said lands whenever its grant should be lo- 
cated. 
But iv view of the doubt expressed 
the 
Secretary concurred in the recommendations

or to which a 


pre emptiou or homeßtead 
claim had not at-

st tbe time the line of the road was 


definitely fixed; and one of the positions taken 
by the Government in that case was that the 
grant to the company was only of land situated 
within twenty miles of the roed; but the Court

Company, inproviding for the issuance of pat- 
ents for the land as the sections ol road should 
be completed, did not provide, as does the Act 
of July27,1866, 
for tneiSßuance 
of such 
pat- 


ents cotArming to the grantees "the right and 
title to said 
Ibmls situated 
oppotttttt tfflp 00; 


terminous 
with said 
completed 
action of said 


road," but tho provision then was that such 
"patents shall issue conveying 
the right and 


title tosaid lands to said company as each side 
of said road, 
as far as 
the same 
is completed,

And in the course of the opinion (98 U. 8. p. 
310.) the Court laid Btresß 
upon the fact that 


tho terms of the grant did not require the land 
to lie contiguous to the road, and If not contig- 
uous, said the Court, it is not easy to say at 
what distance the land to be [selected 
would 


cease to be along its live. Nor is it without 
force that in the grant to the 
Burlington Com- 


pany no provision was made for the selection 
of indemnity lands. 
Being simply a grant of 


quantity, without any limitation as to distance 
from the road tbe land should be taken, 
there 


was no Deed for such a provision. 
Inthe Act 


of July 27,1966, however, not only 
1b there a 


provision for the selection of land within ex 
tended 
limits tomake 
up any deficiency aris- 
ingfrom the disposition of a portion of the 
granted land before the date of the act and the 
location of the road, 
of which there would 


have been no need had the grant beeu lnteno- 
ed as 
one only of quantity, but, as has been 


seen, the provisions contained in Section 4 of 
the Aot for the issuance 
of patents as the see 


tions of the road Bhould be completed, refer to 
the land granted as be'ng 
situated opposite to 
and co-terminous 
with such completed sec- 


tions. 
These 
considerstions, it seems to me, 


justify the conclusion that the Actof July 27, 
1866, in effect, although not interms, fixes a 
lateral limitof twenty miles on each side of the 
road, within which every alternate section of 
public land,

granted, with a provision for the selection of

is that which has unlform'y been taken by the

Company by reason

the right of selection 
might have applica. 
And since 
by the act making 
the grant the 
Atlanticand Pacifio Company 
was empowered 
to construct 
its

parallel of latitude to the Colorado River "at 
such point us may be selected 
by said company 
for crossing,

of opinfou 
that, iv this 
respect, the bill states, a good cuuie of action. 
I am also of opinlen that tbe allegations 
in 
respect to the Mexican grant San Jose, are suf- 
ficient, if true, to invalidate the patents. 
The 
allegations show that grant was suh 
judiccat 
tbe date of the grant to tho Southern Pacific 
Company to-wit, March 3, 
1871, and that the 


lauds in controversy were claimed to be within 
the boundaries 
of the Mexioau graut up to 
March lj 1872. 
Ifsuch was the fact, the lands 
Incontro\ersy 
were not public lands 
within 
the meaning ol the graut to the railroad com 
pany. 
(NewhaU rs. 
Banger,

vs. Carr, 
125 U. 8. 617; United Statesl 


vs. McLaughlin, 127 U. 8. 428.) It Is agreed 
by counsel for some of the defendants 
that the 


San Joie grant was one by specific 
boundaries, 


and that It having been ultimately ascertained 
by the Government 
that the 
lands in con- 
troversy wore not 
embraced 
within those 


boundaries, 
they 
were all the 
time public j 


lands and therefore subject to the grant of the 
railroad company. 
It Is for the very reason 
thatthe grant was one tiy specific boundaries, 
coupled with the alleged fact that the lands ia 
controversy were withlnthe claimed limits of 
thatgraut at the time of the grant to the rail- 
road company, 
that prevents the latter grant 


'rom attaching to them. 
(Authorities, 
Supra.) 


But one other point remains to be considered, 
and that 1b that the billshows on its face 
such 


laches bb that a court of equity should 
refuse 


togrsnt any relief, at least as against those 
who are purchasers from therailroad company. 
It Is sufficient to say in response 
to this that the 


case here 
is not one inwhich tbe Government 


has allowed Its name to be used for the sole 
benefit of a private person, 
In which event it 


would be a mere nominal complainant, 
but 


here the Government 
is the real party com- 


plainant, Eceklng the enlorcement 
ol its own 
rights, and 
is therefore 
not 
bound by -any 
statute of limitations, nor bound by any laches 
of Its officers 
however 
gross. 
(U.8. vs Beebe, 
127 U. 8. 338.)

It 
results 
from 
these 
views 
that 
the 


demurrers ineach of the cases should be over- 
ruled, with leave to the defendants 
to answer 
withinthevsual time.

We have the authority of Mr. Charles

in the introduction of California wines 
and 
brandies 
in 
the 
East, 
for 


the 
statement 
that 
tbe 
vineyard 


products 
of 
this Coast 
are 
suffering 


greatly from an infamous 
sophistication. 


Five barrels of California brandy are so 
manipulated as to make a car-load. 
This 


is at once 
a fraud upon 
tbe consumer 


and 
upon 
the 
California 
vinevardist. 


The five barrels 
of the genuine grape 


brandy are 
eked 
out 
by high wines. 


From the same authority we learn that 
supposititious California port wines 
are 


sold in large quantities in Cincinnati 
for 


forty-five cents a gallon. Of course 
this 


is a vile compound, highly injurious to 
the health of the public and 
detrimental 


Ito a beneficial and 
what ought to be a 


highly flourishing industry.

Just here, it seems to us, is a field for 


the utmost energies of the State

tural Commission.

to this particular tract, the defendants 
claiming title under 
patents 
issued by 


the United 
States on March 29th, 1876, 


April 4th, 
1879, 
and 
December 
23d, 


1883. 
The defendants 
filed demurrers 


which raised 
the question of the suffic- 


iency of the matters 
alleged to entitle 


the plaintiff to the 
relief sought. 
It 


appears 
that the land in question was 


granted 
to the Atlantic and Pacific Rail- 


way Company 
by the United States 
to 


aid 
in the 
construction 
of 
its road. 


Afterwards 
the Southern 
Pacific 
Rail- 


way Company obtained 
a grant of al- 


ternate sections 
of land along a route 
in- 


cluding a portion 
of the same 
route 


theretofore 
covered 
by the grant to the 


Atlantic ard Pacific Railway. 
In other 


words, the 
Southern 
Pacific 
Company 


sought to be 
subrogated 
to tbe rights 


previously 
granted to the Atlantic and 


Pacific Company, 
aB to unearned 
lands, 


where 
the Southern 
Pacific Company's 


line passed over a line identical with that 
which bad 
been 
contemplated 
for the 


Atlantic and Pacific when the grant was 
originally made.

was always an 


open question as to whether the claim of 
the Southern Pacific 
would hold as

this portion of the public domain,

Jur!ge Ross has 
crystalized this popular 


id.;a into law as far as the decision of a 
District Court ofthe United States can do 
so. 
He also holds,

particularly in the

C h icag o , M ay 2 7 —T he a ir to-day has 
been filled w ith rum ora of im p o rtan t d e ­

T he m u rd er w as com m itted May 15th, at 


8 p . m . 
It was pay day a t tho m ines, and 
R ichardson an d C lerk George Arnold 
w ere in th e office door w hen in cam e one 
of them and drew a revolver on the clerk 
a n d told him to hold up h is hands. 
R ichardson was standing in th e door 
th a t led into an o th er room , an d slipped 
back to get a shotgun an d turned around 
to defend th e clerk, w hen one of the m en 
stepped in a t th e o ther door and shot 
R ichardson in the back, th e ball passing 
through b is h eart and killing him in ­ 
stan tly . 
One guarded th e clerk w hile 
th e o ther robbed th e office safe of $84,­ 
000. 
By th is tim e a crow d had su r­ 
rounded th e building, an d th e robbers, 
m ounting horses, m ade th eir way through 
th e assem bled m iners am id a show er of 
b ullets, one of w hich killed one of th eir 
horses, com pelling both robbers to m ake 
th eir escape on one horse. 
T be m urderers 
w ere trailed 
about 
eig h ty m iles on th e way to tLe 
P a n ­ 
h andle, T exas. 
O n th e w ay over th e 
m ountain th ey dropped 
an 
envelope 
containing $40.000 and buried a 
bag 
containing $4,000 in silver, w hich w as 
found by th e officers. 
T he officers cam e 
to C hilders W ednesday m orning and 
started out to M atador ranch T hursday 
noon, and arrested the prisoners on F ri­ 
d ay night. 
T he m urderers were quite 
popular am ong th e cowboys. 
They 
th reaten ed to release th e prisoners, and, 
for a w hile, it looked as if the officers 
w ould have to fight for th e prisoners, b ut 
a fter an explanation of everything, th e 
prisoners w ere brought to th is plací; and

It w ould be a great m istake for 
the P resbyterian C hurch to determ ine 
which is the best m ethod fo rth e purpose. 
P rohibitionists are a political party and 
we have no right to pledge our ad h er­ 
ence to an ybody.” 
Doctor Sam ple 
said 
he advocated 
P ronibition because it w as scriptural and 
b e considered it a sad day for the 
tem perance cause w hen a large body 
like th e A ssem bly could not bid it God­ 
speed. 
Dr. C rosby— W h at constitutional right 
has Dr. Sam ple to say th a t constitutional 
prohibition is th e only th in g th a t will 
conquer th e saloon. 
I say it would re ­ 
sa lt in free ru m . 
Both prohibition and 
high license arc political questions, and 
we have no rig h t to ally ourselves to 
either side. 
Let us talk th e saloon down 
and condem n it, but don’t let us take 
either side. 
By a vote of 210 to 105 th e substitute 
was laid on th e table. 
T be original 
resolution, w hich reads as follows, was 
a d o p ted : 
Resolved,
